to Sir. Bryan's letter, 
printed in 


your issue of April 7. More space 
is not needed. 


"In the course of his address at 


Madison, Mr.- Bryan repeatedly de- 
nounced the doctrine ofevolution as 
'atheistic.' Subsequently 
he 
de- 


nounced me as an 'atheist' on no 
otter ground than that I accept tha 
theory of evolution. 
These were 


the reasons for my protest to him 
and for my letter to my pastor. It 
appears from Mr. Bryan's letter of 
April 7 that he now recognizes that 
there are 'theistic evolutionists,' al- 
though he did not permit any hint 
of that fact to escape him before. 
It is clear, therefore—unless his ed- 
ucation has been progressing rap- 
idly—that he knew he was not tcil- 
ing our students the truth when he 
assured them thai evolution was 
atheistic, and that he likewise knew 
that his accusation against me was 
not sound. 


"Mr- Bryan, therefore, must with- 


draw directly and specifically, his 
false charge of 'atheism' 
against 


evolution before he can expect any 
further consideration of his views. 
Xor can he expect that by a round- 
about abandonment of his charge ot 
•iitheism' against me and a dexter- 
ous substitution of various accusa- 
::or>..< of unorthodoxy and heresy, he

versy with him.

(By E. R. McINTYRE In Wisconsin Farmer) 


O IXCK the editor of The Wisconsin Fanner began writing some 
^ points about the needs of the University of Wisconsin, he was ap- 


proached by a professor of that institution who said: "You have 


made a grave error in the choice of a publication for such material 
It should not have been in a farm paper whose readers are isolated, 
uniVormed and prejudiced, but in a commercial or a bankers' periodical 
.astead. For, you know", this professor said, "the bankers, after all, 
run this state and have more power than any other people." 


What a statement to make! Of course it is possible that die bank- 


1'-$ would understand the inner workings of the university better than a 
si'.r.p'.e reader in the country, whose shrinking dollar has been called 
uixi'n to help pay the state's educational taxation bill. But would the 
hankers act promptly to remedy conditions? There is a grave doubt 
whether any such protest and criticism directed through the bankers 
;ind chambers of commerce would finally have any healthy effect upon 
the board of regents. 


What makes the University of Wisconsin great? 
Is it not the 


response which it meets from the pople on the land and at labor m 
neld and factory? 
To say that any well-meant attempt to remedy 


conditions for the common man at the university must r*>t be presented 
bv and through him, but only through the financial powers of state, 
i"* an insult to the dignity and intelligence of Wisconsin. How would 
.saoh men as Dean Henry, Dr. Babcock and the late Dr. Van Hise regard 
such a perverted assertion? Would R. A. Moore and other great,-ani- 
versity leaders applaud it? 
No, indeed; only the intolerant, or time- 


serrinV element in university life would give it recognition! Who, 
more than the people who pay the bills, should have a vital interest Jn 
tho university?

in a bulletin of the state board of 
health just received from the print- 
er.

free distribution. 


This new prophylaxis has nothing 


to do with the cure of exophthalmic 
goiter, a more serious form of the 
disease requiring other treatment 
It has been demonstrated conclusive^ 
ly that by the simple and inexpen- 
sive iodin treatment, goiter can be 
prevented 
Tho investigators de- 


clare emphatically that goiter in the 
mother and fetus can be prevented 
as easily as in the adolescent "The 
means by which goiter may be pre- 
vented and also cured after it has 
made its appearance is so simple," 
it-is explained, "that many persons 
may regard .it as inadequate. The 
treatment should begin 
when the 


child enters the fifth grade. If pos- 
sible, the routine treatment should 
be contiwed until the age of 17 
years is reached. The method con- 
sists of 
the administration of 2 


grams (approximately 30 grains) of 
sodium iodide in 0.2 gram (3 grain), 
doses over a period of two weeks.

aging them at night. This process 
takes' only a few minutes, and the 
results 'after a time will be mo?t 
gratifying. ' It is best 
done by 


sor.-.c soft . old 
linen 
in 


either sweet almond or olive oil. 
It is well to have the wrappings 
about four inches wide. 
These are 


placed firmly about the arms, but 
not so tight as to stop circulation. 
It is important to put thin oiled 
silk over these wrappings to pre- 
vent grease from rubbing off. 
A 


person who does not wish to go in- 
to this treatment, will get results 
by rubbing the'arms with oil. 


Whether they are merely 
mas- 


saged or wrapped the preliminary 
is the same. 
The skin, from wrist 


to shoulder, should be mopped with 
warm, but not hot, 
water, 
the 


operation taking at least ten min- 
utes. 
The object is not only to 


] cleanse, but to soften the skin and 


open the pores, so the surface will 
be in condition to absorb the mas- 
sage oil. 


Jn applying the unguent the mo- 


tion should be circular and rather 
gentle. 
These 
movements must 


not be made until the arm is en- 
tirely dry. 
If any -water remains 


on, the grease will not be absorbed. 
Beginning at the wrist, the arm 
is clasped by the other hand that 
has previously been covered with 
oil. 
.This lotion is then 
rubbed 


slowly round and round 
all 
the 


time,' so every part of the surface 
is massaged. 
It will be necessary 


to put on more occasionally, there 
being no danger of applying too 
much. 
After this operation has 
been 


continued for five minutes the skin 
may be wiped with a dry and soft 
cloih, and then the entire surface 
should be patted with cold water. 
This makes the 
skin 
firm 
and, 


hard, closing the pores, that should 
be full of oil. 


The above treatment will 
also 


develop the legs. 
I would also ad- 


vise a daily walk of two or three 
miles. 
Swimming would be more 


beneficial than any 
other 
exer- 


cise to develop the legs and arms. 
This summer learn to swim and to 
play tennis.

I do not only concede, but know that 
the men and women who served the republic 
in the last -world's war were underpaid for their 
service and they are, therefore, entitled to a 
bonus—back pay—for the services rendered to 
the republic. 


The question to pay a bonus to those who 


served in the World War can be readily solved 
by the government,, providing the International 
Speculative Financiers will for 
once become 


humane enough to see justice done and allow 
the government to proceed alone lines that will 
relieve the people to some extent from'the bur- 
den of paying interest on money borrowed from 
them. 


If I -were a member of Congress, I would in- 


troduce the following hill: 


Whereas, the proper officials of the United 


States fully realize and recognize that they pos- 
sess inherent power, other than constitutional, 
for the correction of wrongs and errors—con- 
stitutional or otherwise. 
• • 


Now, Therefore, from and after the passage 


and approval of this act, 


Section 1. There shall he printed and issued 


"Labor Certificates" to the amount of ten bil- 
lion dollars ($10,000,000,000) in the form and 
substance of other certificates, except that such 
certificates shall stats 'that "Labor" to the 
amount therein stated has been performed for 
the United States. 


Section 2. Such Labor Certificates shall be 


in denominations of one's (1's), two's 
(2's), 


five's (5's), ten's (10's) and twenty's (20's), be 
a full legal 'tender in payment of all debts; and 
shall in no wise and under no circumstances be 
first paid out by the Government of the United 
States for any other purpose than a bonus to 
those who served the 'Government in the last 
World's War or other labor actually performed 
for the Government, in accordance with regu- 
lations to be prescribed by the proper depart- 
ment of the Government of the United States 
of America. 


Such a law would pay those in cash who had 


-rendered a most valuable service in the World's 
War, 
which was destructive in its character, 


nevertheless, beneficial and necessary to the 
nation to maintain the capitalist system. Snch 
a law would also relieve 
the unemployment 


problem, as the Government could employ all 
willing workers—without paying interest on 
borrowed money. Is Congress ready to do jus- 
tice to those that served the nation in the 
World's War; or will it listen to the Interest 
Takers, and saddle a burden of taxation on the 
people for a century to come? That is the
